in Karachi in January, 1952, under the unofficial spon- 
sorship of the GCY. 1*0 is also exnected to attend the 
World uuslin Conference annual Council moetinr to bo held 
probably in Cairo or feheran at the end of January or the 
first of February. ’ ‘inanullah Khan does not believe that 
the Grand iiufti will move his headouarters to Karachi 
although there is no doui t. but. that the i-aifti was very 
favorablv impressed by * enthusiastic reception he 
received* thro urhout Pakistan while here early in 1951. 

\ Inaraullah Khan, with whom i aw on excellent personal 
terms! states that the Mufti received his passage money 
and a liberal expense allowance to cover his stay in 
Pakistan early tnis year and that this was raid by the 
World kuslln Conference, hut that the • .ufti has never 
received funds directly from the GOP.* In spite of the 
rumors which are appearing throughout the Middle East 
1 am inclined to accept this statement in the absence of 
any specific evidence.
